Roger Babson, well-advertised business econo- 
mist who says that Technocracy is “all bunk,” has 
enunciated his own plan of how to end the depres- 
sion He says if he were appointed as a Musso- 
lini of Canada he would put people to work produc- 
ing. He thinks the world can keep on increasing 
production till it becomes prosperous again. 

In Roger’s own country, automobile plants have 
a capacity for producing 7,000,000 cars a year. Yet 
in 1930, the bumper year for car production, only 
3,500,000 cars came off the assembly line. 

Worse still, whereas in 1923, 3,000,000 of Roger 
Babson’s people became possessors of new cars 
for the first time, by 1929—the boom year—only 
500,000 such persons bought cars. The new market 
has become a replacement market, large enough 
for only half of the capacity for production of new 
cars. 

How is increased production going to help such 
a condition as that—a condition that exists in even 
more extreme disparity in the textile and other 
businesses.

Heal oalth and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
TREATMENT FOR SPRAINS 


Accident authorities say that the most danger. 
ous spot in the world is home—because most acci- 
dents occur there. A large number of home mis- 
haps are falls and one of the common results of a 
fall is a sprain. The ankle is one of the joints 
most likely to be sprained 

The joints of the body have degrees of move 
ment varying from very little to the freely mov- 
ing joint of the shoulder. Movable joints are re- 
inforced and joined together by strong ligaments 
A sprain means that some of these ligaments have 
been torn or stretched by a movement not within 
normal range of the joint. The lubricating mem- 
branes of the joint are also usually damaged, and 
sometimes the blood vessels of that region may 
become ruptured and fill the joint cavity with 
fluid 

A sprain makes itself known by a sharp and 
severe pain, rapid swelling of the part, local heat 
and sometimes a shiny appearance of the skin. 
These symptoms occur in the immediate area of 
“se joint. The patient avoids movement or weight 
upon the injured part. ® 

Immediately following a sprain care should be 
taken to avoid movement, and if the ankle is hurt 
the limb should be raised to relieve congestion of 
blood. No walking should be allowed on a sprained 
ankle, The part should be bandaged tightly by 
someone who knows how this should be done 
Some doctors prefer wide straps of adhesive tape 
Cold compresses may be applied as the use of them 
seems to prevent an excessive congestion of blood. 

While rest is important in the beginning, at 
least for a few days, it should not be continued for 
too Jong a time, or the prolonged inaction may al- 
low the joint to heal up locked in one position. If 
Sh t@ keep the power of movement in the 
joint, you must begin to move it gently as soon as 
the acute period of inflammation and swelling has 
subsided. Stiff joints are the result of resting for 
too long a time.
